REPORT. 


The past year has probably been one of average prosperity, considering 
the length of our schools. It will be remembered that there was no 
money raised for school purposes over what the law required. Conse- 
quently the schools were short compared with towns where the people 
placed a higher value on the education of their scholars, and were will- 
ing to raise additional funds for that purpose. 

Doubling up the districts is the best arrangement that can be made 
under the new system, considering the few scholars in town, there be- 
ing only 108 enrolled. 

We know of no way to elevate our schools above their present con- 
dition unless we can awaken more enterprise on the part of our towns- 
men in favor of an advance of means to employ a higher grade of 
teachers, and increase the number of weeks of schooling, which cannot 
be done unless funds are raised in addition to what is strictly required 
by law. Experienced and well qualified teachers can obtain better sal- 
aries elsewhere; consequently we may expect to man our schools, on 
the whole, with an inferior grade of teachers. 

During the past year the town has been fortunate in that a goodly 
number of our teachers were residents in the town, and were of more 
than average endowment both in qualification and experience, a thing 
that cannot be depended on for any great length of time. No change 
has been made in text books except to procure a greater uniformity in 
order to avoid having too many classes in one particular branch. 
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We desire to thank the people of the town for their uniform kind- 
ness to us in the discharge of our duties, and especially those who in- 
terested themselves enough to visit the schools on examination days 
and other occasions. 

As there is a wide difference in the qualifications and successes of 
teachers, we shall deal singly in our remarks concerning them, rather 
than follow the plan of our predecessor, without unnecessary words of 
praise or censure. 


Brown Hitz Scuoor during the year was under the instruction of 
John C. Hammond, who needs no words to brace up his reputation as 
a teacher. The school under his instruction and management made 
great proficiency, considering the natural dullness of many of the schol- 
ars. Where the scholars were quick to learn we were able to see the 
quality and extent of the work done. We hope, as superintendent, 
that the town may secure his services for time to come. Number of 
weeks, nineteen. 


Mitts Scuoou. Jennie M. ‘Russell was instructor in this district 
for the year. Those who were present on examination day of the fall 
term are amply qualified to pass judgment on the work done. This 
was her fifteenth term, and it is just to say that she has never made a 
failure. Number of weeks, twenty-one. 


District No. 3. The summer term of this school was taught by 
Miss Lutheria Wheeler. The term of this school was only seven weeks 
in length, owing to the measles, which came near breaking up the 
school, and she thought the interest of the district required that it 
close before the allotted time. Miss Wheeler is an experienced and 
successful teacher, and the district in which her services have been ob- 
tained will attest to what we say, when we pronounce her among the 
best. 

Miss Hattie A. Saltmarsh taught the fall term. She is quiet, but 
was faithful, and did all she could to maintain the dignity and ad- 
vancement of the school. Whole number of weeks, nineteen. 


Meretine House District (so called) was under the tuition for the 
year of Sarah A. Gurley. It would be impossible for any teacher to 
gain an enviable reputation in this district. Scholars in many in- 
stances were allowed to stay out of school whenever they pleased, or 
whenever the parents choose to have them. However, Miss Gurley 
did what she could to make the school a success; but she does not pos- 
sess the faculty of governing, or the snap to execute, as is requited 3 in 
a school like this. Number of weeks, nineteen. 
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River Roap District. Mrs. Laura E.-Noyes was instructor in 
this school for the year, and did a good work. She is among our best 
teachers. The condition of the school, and the progress made, as 
evinced on examination, was highly satisfactory. Number of weeks, 
nineteen. 


THE Boe ScuHoo. was taught during the year by Miss Nora Knox. 
This was her second year in this district. She was popular in the 
place and had the good will of the scholars, but we did not discover 
that marked progress that we had hoped ; doubtless owing to the fact, 
that the more advanced ‘scholars were pretty thoroughly posted in their 
text books previously, especially in arithmetic and grammar. This 
school has a few excellent scholars. Number of weeks, nineteen. 


District No. 9. Mrs. W. H. Hammond was teacher in this school 
during the year. This has been one of our best and most successful 
schools. As has been the case with other teachers, she worked hard 
to quicken the sluggish ideas of some of her scholars, and was success- 
fulin the enterprise. Both of her examinations were fine. It is hoped, 
as she is a resident in town, that she may be secured for another year. 
Number of weeks, nineteen. | 


Woop Hitz. This school was under the instruction of Miss Lizzie 
S. Colby. ‘The school was made up of small scholars, and the closing 
examination evinced a decided progress in the several classes. The 
fall term was a marked improvement on that of the summer. The 
past year was the second one in which Miss Colby has had charge of 
this school. Whole number of weeks, nineteen.
